Sometimes we will include two sets of words as both are commonly used. It doesn’t hurt to learn both! 
You will encounter masculine and feminine words indicated by (f) and (f) . 
Some Arabic letters do not connect with the following letter. Don't let it surprise you. 


When you see the letter “r” or “L’ or “n” in the phonetics, pronounce the letter just as you would if 
you were spelling out a word in English. 


You will see some English words in parentheses underneath the Arabic. This indicates there isn't a 
corresponding Arabic word for the English.
